The cacti on Tahquitz Fan are 
commencing to blossom. Cereus En- 
gelmannii, the cactus with the 
con­ 
spicuous and beautiful purplish-red 
flowers, may be found here and 
there on the upper section of the 
fan. 
The flower will identify this 
cactus for there is no other similar 
to it about. 
Engelmann cactus is 
composed of loose clusters of as 
many as twenty or more cylindrical 
stems, a foot or so tall. 
This cac­ 
tus is sometimes called the hedgehog 
cactus but this term is applied to 
other cacti so it is better and more 
distinctive to give it the common 
name of Engelmann cactus which 
identifies 
only 
this 
species. 
The 
genus name, Cereus, is Latin for 
candle-like.

The 
magenta 
colored 
flowers 
of 
Opuntia basilaris form a half 
crown over the upper edge of 
the joints. 
This cactus is quite 
common in this vicinity and its 
blossoms form one of our most 
attractive flower displays.

aris is Beavertail cactus, which 
is rather closely descriptive of 
the joints, which resemble the 
tail of a beaver. 
Opuntia, the 
genus name, is an old Latin 
name; 
basilaris,

name, refers to the basal ar­ 
rangement of the leaves.

It is the most pALM SPR|NGS W O M AN 
easily recognized of all our cacti as it 
is our old friend the barrel cactus. 
Its yellow blossoms form a crown 
the detail of which is worth a little

The species name, acan­ 
thodes, refers to the spines. 
Barrel 
cactus, the common name, is self ex­ 
planatory.

T rial in R iverside of the Superior 
Court action of Marion A. Clancy and 
others vs. Frank Stone, Involving th e

the public through the m edia of his 
lecture tours, during which he illus­ 
trates his travelogues by slides of his 
own work. 
These are untouched by 
the brush of the colourist, and are in 
the actual tints of nature; they are 
thus the nearest approxim ate obtain­ 
able to the actual scenes portrayed, 
enabling the public to enjoy th e scenic 
grandeur of the world w ithout the 
fatigue of travel. 
Mr. C latw orthy’s 
collection of colour plates is one of 
the largest and m ost valuable extant.

dollars apiece, and each has the value 
of an oil-painting. 
They 
represent 
some tw enty years of effort, half a

"Colorado itself, in which state the 
artist photographer has his home-stu- 
dio, high in the Rocky M ountains at 
Estes Park — has naturally provided 
some of his finest scenic subjects.

Clatworthy is fortunate in his loca­ 
tion, for Colorado is a terrain where 
nature is to be found in her grandest 
and loneliest aspects. 
"In the Colorado Rockies Mr. Clat­ 
worthy has obtained many 
striking 
subjects, but he has been equally suc­

secured 
further W est. The first chance he had 
to secure pictures of the kind he loves 
best was in a cam ping trip to the 
Southwest in the year 1898, when sev­ 
eral hundred photographs were made 
among the cattle ranches of New Mex­ 
ico, and of the cliff dw ellings, the pet­ 
rified forest, and the Grand Canyon 
of Arizona. 
"On this trip he walked six hundred 
miles from central New Mexico to the 
Grand Canyon—this being before the 
building of the railroad which is mod­ 
ernly available.

My health at that time did not per­ 
m it mountain climbing, and I think 
if Doc had known about it I never 
would have gone into the canyon to 
rest in that "cavern of cool shade.” 
But he was not there so with the as­ 
sistance of my m ate we w ent down. 
The going down was easy, but coming 
out was som ething else again. Final­ 
ly made it, as you may guess. 
It was a most beautiful sight from 
the rim, but to be with and under 
those giants was a distinct thrill. I 
wished that those old fellows could 
talk and tell us all about the happen­ 
ings during the time they have inhab­ 
ited the place. W hat writers of his­ 
tory they would be if they could only 
tell! 
A panorama of events 
that 
would cover ages would be unfolded 
to our eager gaze, and it would tell 
us of the past. After all, we go much 
to the past for our guidance. 
No one seem s to know where these 
palms came from or how long they 
have been there. They are old—very 
old—and their “venerable attitude" 
fills one with awe. 
The canyon is quite long, and there 
are palms over the narrow area for 
three or four miles, so I was told. 
Truly, the m ystery of our deserts 
and desert canyons is their lure, and 
we find ourselves going again and 
again into their solitude; and, being 
safe in our homes we feel the call to 
go again—and we do!

T hat delinquent taxee can he col­ 


lected, thus saving the county and the 


taxpayers vast sum s 
of money, was 


th e statem ent of M ilton M. Alexander, 
D etroit advertising 
executive, 
in a 
speech to publishers of three coun­ 
ties, at th e Desert Inn, Palm Springs, 
Saturday evening 
W hile th e cities of Chicago and De­ 
tro it were in serious financial condi­ 
tion, Mr. A lexander proposed to those 
cities a m ethod of tax collection which 
was adopted, with the resu lt th at in 
Chicago alone 
his 
plan 
brought in 
$12,000,000 delinquent taxes, a t a cost 
of one-half of one per cent. 
His plan 
has resulted in the collection of $50,­ 
000,000 in various counties of Illinois 
and M ichigan, in som e cases the cost 
being only one-third of one per cent. 
Mr. A lexander com pared this with the 
usual expensive m ethod of borrowing 
money at ra te s from 2 to 6 per cent, 
to carry on county 
or city expenses 
until delinquent taxes a re collected, 
th e taxpayers thus being required to
